in  the  similitude  of  bank  notes  in  blank,  of  the  denomina- 
tion of  fives,  tens,  twenties,  fifties  and  hundreds,  as  he  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  of  such  form  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe. Such  blank  circulating  notes  shall  be  countersign- 
ed, numbered  and  registered  in  proper  books  to  be  provi- 
ded and  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  said  Comp- 
troller, so  that  each  denomination  of  such  circulating  notes 
shall  bear  the  uniform  signature  of  such  Comptroller.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  Florida  in  General  As- 
sembly convened,  That  all  free  white  male  inhabitants  of 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  over,  comprehended  with- 
in the  following  limits,  that  is  to  say,  within  one  mile  of 
Marianna,  in-  the  Court  House  of  Jackson  County  in  every  direction,  ex- 
corporation  of.  cepting  where  the  River  Chipola  approaches  it  nearer  than 
that  distance,  in  which  case  the  said  River  shall  be  the 
limit,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  Cor- 
porate by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Marianna,  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  may 
purchase  and  hold  real,  personal  and  mixed  property,  and 
dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  said  Town,  and  may 
do  all  other  acts  as  natural  persons. 

Beg.  2<  l><  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Government  of 
said  Town  shall  be  vested  in  a  Mayor  and  six  Aldermen  to 
be  called  the  "  Marianna  Council,"  who  shall  be  qualified 
voters  of  the  said  Town,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  of- 
fices for  twelve  months  from  their  election  and  until  theii 
successors  arc  elected  and  qualified. 
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Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  free  white  male       1852. 
citizens  of  the  United  States  who  shall  have  resided  in  the 
limits  of  said  Town  three  months  next  before  any  election,  Voters, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  all  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  County  of  Jackson,  imme- 
diately after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  appoint  some  early  Mayor  and  At 
day  for  an  election  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  for  said  Town,  dei-men. 
and  to  appoint  three  Inspectors  and  give,  by  advertisement, 
ten  days'  notice  of  the  same,  and  upon  his  failure  to  do  so 
any  inhabitant  of  said  Town  may  perform  said  duties.

AX  ACT  in  addition  to  and  amendatory  of  the  several  Aets  concerning  "Writs  of 
Error  and  Appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Whereas,  It  is  expedient  that  certain  order?  and  judg- 
ments of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State,  which  now  de- 
pend on  the  uncontrolled  discretion  of  said  Courts,  should 
"be  reviewable  in  the  Supreme  Court :  Therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  Florida  in  General  As- 
embly  convened,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
all  orders  and  judgments  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State, 
made  and  passed  in  any  cause  therein,  wherein  the  said 
Courts  shall  allow  and  grant,  or  shall  refuse  to  allow  and 
grant  any  motion  for  new  trial,  or  any  motion  to  amend 
Causes  of  error,  the  pleadings,  or  to  file  new  or  additional  pleadings,  or  to 
amend  the  record  of  any  cause  during  the  term  of  the 
Court  in  which  it  was  determined,  or  shall  refuse  to  allow 
and  grant  a  motion  for  continuance  of  the  cause,  shall  and 
may  be  assigned  for  matter  and  cause  of  error,  upon  any 
writ  of  error  sued  out,  or  appeal  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  the  said  Supreme  Court  shall  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  matter  so  assigned  for  error,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  like  rules  and  regulations  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  the  cases 
enumerated  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act.  the  party 
grieved  by  any  such  order  or  judgment,  shall  make  his  ex- 
ception thereto  in  writing,  and  shall  insert  therein  all  such 
evidence,  affidavits,  amendment  of  pleadings,  and  all  other 
matters  which  do  not  properly  appear  of  record,  which 
were  considered  by  the  Court  below,  or  which  were  offered 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Court  below,  and  should  have 
been  considered  in  the  making  and  passing  said  order  and 
judgment,  and  the  said  exception  shall  be  tendered  to  the 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  his  signature,  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  rules,  regulations  and  provis- 
ions as  bills  of  exception  are  now  by  law  made  up,  signed, 
and  made  part  of  the  record. 

Sec  3.  And  whereas,  the  construction  which  has  been 
given  to  the  law  regulating  appeals  in  cases  in  Equity.

B  it  therefore  enacted,  That  appeal-  may  betaken  and

Sec  G.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  Judges  shall  hear  Equity  cause?, 
and  decide  cases  pending  in  Equity  whenever  the  same 
may  be  in  a  condition  to  be  tried  and  determined,  whether 
in  vacation  or  Term  time  of  the  Courts;  and  all  decrees  so 
rendered  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  rendered  in  Term  time. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Judges  of  the  Syllabus, 
Supreme  Court  of  this  State  shall,  in  deciding  cases,  pre- 
pare and  make  a  syllabus,  or  statement  of  the  points  and 
principles  intended  to  be  decided  by-  the  Court,  which  shall 
be  published  in  the  reports,  in  lieu  of  that  usually  prepared 
by  the  Reporter.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  tlie  Eleventh  Clause  of  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution  -~-~- "— - 

of  this  State ;  and  also  to  Amend  An  Act  Amendatory  of  the  Twelfth    Clause  1852. 

of  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  tins  State,  and  adopted  by  the  Third — 

and  Fourth  General  Assemblies,  so  as  to  give  the  Election  of  the  Judges  to 
the  People. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  Florida  in  General  As- 
sembly convened,  That  the  Eleventh  Clause  of  the  Fifth 
Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  also  an  act 
entitled,  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Twelfth  Clause  of  the 
Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  so  that  the 
Judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
term  of  eight  years,  instead  of  during  good  behavior,"  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows, 
viz :  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  October,  every  six  years  thereafter,  there  shall 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  each  of  the  respec- 
tive Judicial  Circuits  of  this  State,  one  Judge  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court,  who  shall  reside  in  the  Circuit  for  which  lie 
may  be  elected,  and  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  six 
years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeed- 
ing his  election,  unless  sooner  removed  under  the  provis- 
ions made  in  this  Constitution  for  the  removal  of  Judges 
by  address  or  impeachment :  And  for  wilful  neglect  of  du- 
ty, or  other  reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  be  sufficient 
ground  for  impeachment,  the  Governor  shall   remove   any 
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1852.  of  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the  General  As- 
sembly :  Provided,  however,  That  the  cause,  or  causes,, 
shall  be  stated  at  length  in  such  address,  and  entered  on 
the  Journals  of  each  House  :  And* pfovided, further,  That 
the  cause,  or  causes,  shall  be  notified  to  the  Judge  so  in- 
tended to  be  removed  ;  and  he  shall  be  admitted  to  a  hear- 
ing in  his  own  defence,  before  any  vote  for  such  removal  shall 
pass;  and  in  such  cases,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  and  entered  on  the  Journals  of  eack  House,  re- 
spectively. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  farther  enacted,  That  said  election  shall 
be  conducted,  and  the  returns  thereof  made,  in  the  man- 
ner now  prescribed  or  wbich  may  h-ere  after  be  prescribed 
by  law,  for  the  election  of  member  to  Congress ;  audit 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to-  issue  a  commission, 
under  the  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  person  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  in  the  Judicial  District  in  which  the 
election  is  had. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  Gen » 
eral  Assembly  shall  create  a  separate  Supreme  Court,  or 
Chancery  Court,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution, 
the  Judges  thereof  shall  be  elected  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  the  same  term,  find  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of 
said  first  section  :  Provided,  however,  That  the  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  shall  be  elected  by  general  ticket ;  and  tKe 
Judges  of  the  Chancery  Court  shall  be  elected  by  general 
ticket,  or  by  Districts,  as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 

Sec  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  should  a  vacancy 
occur  in  either  the  Sujn-eme,  Chancery,  or  Circuit  Court, 
by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  and  he  shall*  give  at  least  sixty  days'  notice 
thereof  by  proclamation,  and  the  Judge  so  elected  to  fill 
such  vacancy  shall  continue  in  office  from  the  time  he

ings of  the  Governor,  and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the 
'  same,  and  all  papers,  minutes  anil  vouchers  relative  there- 
to, before  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  law  :  Provided, 
That  the  term  of  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  elect- 
ed under  this  amended  Constitution,  shall  not  commence 
until  the  term  of  office  of  the  officer  now  elected  shall  ex- 
pire.

Sec  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  thirteenth  Clause 
of  the  fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State  be  bo 
altered  and  amended  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  :  The  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Clerks  of  the  Courts  of  Chan- 
cery, shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  this  State, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  October  in  the  year  1850,  and  ev- 
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ery  four   years   thereafter;  and   the  Clerks  of  the  Circuit        L852. 
Courts  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified   electors,  in   such 
manner  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sixteenth  Clause 
of  the  fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  so  altered  and  amended  as  to  read  as 
follows,  viz  :  There  shall  be  an  Attorney  General  for  the 
State,  who  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  Government ;  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  upon  the  passage  of  any  act,  to  draft  and  submit  to 
the  General  Assembly,  at  the  same  session,  all  necessary 
forms  of  proceedings  under  such  laws,  which,  when  ap- 
proved, shall  be  published  therewith,  and  he  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  ;  he  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  this  State,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  October  in  the  year  1856,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  but  may  be  removed  by  the  Governor,  on  the 
address  of  two-thirds  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  shall  receive  for  his  services  a  compensation 
to  be  fixed  by  law  :  Provided,  That  the  term  of  office  of 
the  Attorney  General  to  be  elected  under  this  amended 
Constitution  shall  not  commence  until  the  term  of  office 
of  the  officer  now  elected  shall  expire.
